In this connect, may ^ pleose sale for copies of all Navy regulations 
applicable to or controlling Navy autopsies and those performed in Nevel facilities? 


Can you please aleo tell me Admiral Aumey's present address. I want to 
sfford him the opportunity of cafirming, denying or coanenting on this testimony 
before I include it in my writing. I would also like to be able to communicate 
with Naval Fhotographor Stringer, ssid to have taken the photographs at the 
autopsy in this barren Commission evidence*
